Creek Hospital at Claresholm and 
efforts to have patients admitted 
there from the district are not 
usually successful, us it is always 
full. Under the provincial hospitali¬ 
zation scheme, ratepayers are as¬ 
sessed three-quarters of a mill this 
year to meet costs of chronic hos¬ 
pitals and in future it will be one 
mill a year.

Muster Farm Family Program: 

Do you know a family in your 
community that Is outstanding and 
a family that would maybe make 
one of Alberta's Master Farm 
Families? 

As in years previous, the Master 
Farm Family Program sponsored 
by the Alberta Department of Agri¬ 
culture will be carried on in 1959. 
This program is carried on to 
honor farm families who have 
achieved notable success in farm¬ 
ing, homemaking and citizenship. 

Farm families nominated for the 
Master Farm Family Award must 
lulfill the following requirements: 

1. The family must be Canadian 
citizens. 

2. The head of the family must 
be the owner-operator or lease- 
operator of the farm. 

3. The head of the family must 
have spent at least twenty (20) 
consecutive years In actual opera¬ 
tion of a farm in his own right 
and not In partnership. (In case of 
veterans, absence on military ser¬ 
vice will be accepted in lieu.) 

N.B.— A farm operated by a 
partnership or business agreement, 
involving other than members of 
the family, l.e., wife and / or chil¬ 
dren of the operator, is not eligible. 

No family shall be elegible to re¬ 
ceive the Master Farm Family 
Award whose standing in this pro¬ 
gram has been made possible by 
the receipt of revenue from sources 
other than farming. 

Nominations for the Master 
Farm Family Award must be made 
on the form provided, signed by at 
least three neighbors, accepted by 
the nominee, and filed with the 
District Agriculturist 

A district (domination is con¬ 
ducted by a committee composed of 
a D.A., D.H.E., resident farmer, 
and resident farm women who 
score the nominee. Then the dis¬ 
trict winners are Judged by the 
regional committee. No award is 
made unless the candidate is ad¬ 
judged to be worthy. The award 
consists of a cash award and 
plaque. The gate signs have been 
eleminated this year. 

The forms are available at our 
office In Claresholm. A tentative

The Hospital Situation 

The Municipal Hospital Board had received some 
encouragement from Edmonton for its plan to convert 
the present hospital into a chronic hospital and build 
a new active treatment hospital in Vulcan. Although 
definitely out-dated as an active hospital (one wing 
was built 31 years ago) the present plant is said to 
be quite suitable for a chronic or nursing hospital, 
with very few structural changes necessary. The De¬ 
partment of Health’s refusal to approve the plan does 
not seem to be based on sound reasoning. 

The Board was informed some time ago that a 
chronic hospital would be built in Vulcan and their 
proposal seems reasonable when the number of 
changes required in the present building to bring it 
up to the standard of, say, the new Carmangay hos¬ 
pital, is considered. There is no good reason why the 
residents of a prosperous, high assessment area such 
as this should have to accept hospital accomodation 
below the recognized present-day standards and cer¬ 
tainly patients from this hospital district will not want 
to be sent to High River or Carmangay for hospitali¬ 
zation when their doctors live and practise in Vulcan. 

We do not think the hospital board should let the 
matter drop. Further representations to the Depart¬ 
ment of Health can and should be made.

Those Booze Dollars 

Canadians are sometimes scolded for spending 
more money on liquor than on schools, says The 
Financial Post. 

Such exhortations are well-meant but of doubtful 
validity. There is a point that is usually overlooked 
by the exhorters. 

Dollars spent on liquor and dollars spent on 
schools are the same dollars. 

The Ontario budget will illustrate. Last year the 
province took in $66 million in liquor profits and spent 
$96.5 million on school grants. 

The people who spent the $66 million on booze 
would not have helped the cause of education by ab¬ 
staining. On the contrary, they would have forced the 
government either to reduce its help to schools by two 
thirds or to increase taxes substantially.

World of Wheat 

(By W. G. Malaher; 

PARKLAND BARLEY 

It would have been surprising 
indeed if the findings of the brew¬ 
ing add malting industries, re¬ 
specting Parkland barley, had 
' failed to substantiate the scientific 
assessment made of this variety, 
from the malting standpoint, at 
each stage in its development, 
prior to licensing In 1956, as well 
as since that time. 

Parkland, developed as a Cana¬ 
dian malting barley, co-ordinated 
the effqrts of plant breeder and 
cereal chemist at all stages of 
work. Aside from its proven 
superiority in the field over either 
Montcalm or O.A.C. 21 on account 
of its higher yield, higher bushel 
weight, stronger straw and resist¬ 
ance to stem rust, this variety had 
given evidence of superior malting 
quality, including a higher malt 
extract. 

Industrial users of processors of 
grain such as maltsters and 
brewers, have, quite understand¬ 
ably, to be cautious about making 
changes in their raw products for 
fear of influencing the quality of 
the finished product which must 
satisfy the eventual customer. 
Nonetheless, the fact that the 
malting and brewing Industries 
have now accepted Parkland, 
once again, demonstrates that we 
can put a great deal of confidence 
in the work of our Cnadian 
scientists. 

In future, the introduction of s 
new variety should be greatly 
facilitated since new pilot equip¬ 
ment for both malting and brew¬ 
ing is being added to provide In¬ 
termediate tests between the 
laboratory malting stage and 
actual commercial usage. These 
pilot tests will furnish industry 
with . additional information on 
processing. 

Now that the situation has been 
clarified with respect to malting 
usage, this variety, because it is 
also a first class feed barley, is 
likely to become predominant over 
fairly large areas of both Mani¬ 
toba and Saskatchewan, where It 
Is already being grown fairly ex- ' 
tenslvely.

All occupants of Mobile Homes situated in the County 
of Vulcan No. 2 are required to obtain a license for 
same within forty eight (48) hours of arrival in the 
County, in accordance with the following By-Law 
passed by the Council on May 8th, 1959: 

COUNTY OF VULCAN No. I 

Vulcan -- Alberta 

BY-LAW No. 204 

A BY-LAW OF THE COUNTY OF VULCAN 
No. 2 TO PROVIDE FOR THE LICENSING 
OF MOBILE HOMES. 

Under the authority and subject to the provisions of sections 
2q and 323a of The Municipal District Act, being Chapter 215 
of the Revised Statutes of Alberta, 1953 and amendments 
thereto, the Council of the County of Vulcan No. 2 Does 
Hereby Enact: 

INTERPRETATION s 
In this by-law: 

(1) (a) "Inspector of Mobile Home Licenses” means a person or 
persons appointed by resolution of the Council, pursuant to 
section 73 of The Municipal District Act as Inspectors of 
Mobile Home licenses. 

(b) “Mobile Home” means any vacaUon trailer or house 
trailer that U 

( I ) designed for or Intended to be equipped with 
wheels whether or not it is so equipped, and 

( II ) constructed or manufactured to provide a domicile 
for one or more persons, but does not include a 
trailer otherwise designated. 

(c) "Owner” Includes a person renting a mobile home or 
having the exclusive use thereof under a rental agreement 
or otherwise, or who domiciles himself, his family ot any 
other person within a mobile home. 

GENERAL PROVISIONS: 

(2) No person shall occupy a mobile home in the County 
of Vulcan No. 2 for any period exceeding forty-eight (48) 
hours unless and until he has obtained from the office of 
the Secretary-Treasurer of the County, a mobile home 
license. 

(3) All mobile home licenses sold under the provisions of this 
by-law shall be for the calendar year and shall expire up¬ 
on the 31st day of December following the date of the 
issuance thereof. 

(4) The license shall be issued In the name of the person oc¬ 
cupying a mobile home but may, upon proper notice be- 
ing given in writing to the Secretary-Treasurer or other 
authorized person, be transferred to a person who sub¬ 
sequently becomes the occupier of the mobile home. 

(5) The Secretary-Treasurer of the County of Vulcan No. 2

tion 323a of T{ie Municipal District Act, to enter Into agree¬ 
ments with occupiers of mobile homes, whereby payment to 
the County of the annual license fees may be made on a 
monthly basis, provided however that such payments shall 
be payable in advance on the 1st day of each month. It

<8> A , ny .Jr ri r , wh0 Y omm,u * breach of any of the provisions 
of this by-law shall be liable upon summary conviction 
thereof, by any court of competent Jurisdiction to a fine 
not exceeding One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars and costa, 
j , , de , ult (hereof to Imprisonment with or without 
hard labor in the nearest common gaol for a period not 
exceeding 30 days unless such fine and costs, Including the 
costa of committal are sooner paid and In addition to im¬ 
posing a fine as hereinbefore provided, the convicting 
Justice may require a person convicted under this by-law 
to obtain a mobile home license. 

(9) This by-law and schedule ”A” thereto shall continue in 
force from year to year until amended or repealed.

Mobile homes within the provisions of this section shall 
be further divided for the purposes of this schedule, into four 
separate and distinct groups, namely: 

Group 1 Units not manufactured commercially and of a non¬ 
professional quality of constrtictlon. 

Group 2 Units of commercial or of professional quality of con¬ 
struction, manufactured prior to 1952. 

Group 3 Units of commercial or of professional quality of con¬ 
struction, manufactured In 1952 or thereafter and not 
exceeding eight ( 8 ) feet In width. 

Group 4 Units of commercial or of professional quality of con¬ 
struction and exceeding eight ( 8 ) feet ln width. 

The length of a mobile home subject to this Schedule 
shall be computed as the measured distance between the outer¬ 
most extremities, from front to rear, Including any hitch or 
extension affixed for towing purposes.
